The theology which came down to us 


from the darK agea was wonderful In 
its extremes, it pictured Divine wrath 
us unsatisfied with iinythlng short of 
an eternity or torturo for tho sinner, 
and In the ne^t brenth assured us of a 
Divine mercy which would take the 
vilest sinners to an eternity of glory 
without charn' ter development, merely 
at their requ* st. One would suppose 
thnt neither i f these doctrines could 
command support amongst reasoning, 
Intelligent people, but they do; and the 
only explanation of the matter Is that 
by reason of tbe fall the balance of 
human Judgment, on moral questions 
particularly, ix sadly undone. 
It Is 


lair, however, to suppose that tho mn- 
,'orlty of intelligent people have never 
no much as gii-cn these subjects con- 
sideration. 
ILecelvIng them through 


the various < reeds from childhood's 
bour, they lime swallowed them with- 
out reflection, tnughtjhnt to doubt them 
would bring the doubters nnder the 
linn of Dlvlni. displeasure, and, make 
euro that nhlno mercy should never 
reach them. 


Bid Effecti of Error. 


It is difficult lo mci-suro tho bad re- 


sults which li ivo flown from the mis- 
interpretation of our text 
(1) The 


Divine charac ter and government have 
thereby l«en traduced and measurably 
brought Jnlo c mtcmpt as nnphllosoph- 
ical, unreasonable, arbitrary, instead 
of wise nn.1 Just. 
Two 
vagabonds 


gambled and 'lunrrolcd, drew their re- 
volvers nnd t.hot each other. 
The 


more contemptible of tho two killed 
his antagonist Instantly, while he lilm- 
pelf lingered In consciousness for n 
few minutes, during which lie had op- 
portunity to my, "fiod be merciful to 
ree a slnnei." The creeds of Protes- 
tantism tell ui that tho ono who used 
1he magical v,>rds was Instantly ush- 
ered lo henvi uly glory and compan- 
ionship 
with 
tho 
pure nnd 
holy 


throughout eternity. 
The other, we 


nro told, though less vile, went In- 
stnntly to ete unl torture nnd despair, 
without a sin -le ray of hope. 


Is it any vender thnt such unrea- 


sonable conditions have driven many 
of the brlghiei minds of Protestantism 
unto Infldolltj. nnd led others back to 
the teachings "f the Church of Home, 
which, to SBJ the least, Is more con- 
slat.'lit. In t h n t It would put both of 
the culprits Into "Purgatory," where 
nfter centuries of torture and instruc- 
tion In righto iisncss they might be 
lircpniod. cltlii r or both of them, for 
heavenly glor\ 
We are not advocat- 


ing either Infidelity or liomanlsm; wo 
are defending (ho Bible, but inciden- 
tally must admit thnt our Protestant 
views of some portions of Holy Writ 
have been icry unsatisfactory nnd 
veiy baneful. 


t2) Who can measure the evil effects 


of this doctrine upon thousands, lend- 
ing thorn to believe that whatever 
their crime, a few magical words of 
repentance will straighten It all out? 
Can It be doubted that this wrong 
theory Is accountable for much of fbe 
wickedness committed by those who 
know better, who reside In civilized 
lands? First of nil they doubt the 
doctrine of eli rnal torment, being un- 
able to Imagine how any one could 
bum forever and yet not be destroyed. 
Secondly. If tin-re be such a place of 
eternal torment, they reason. It Is 
quite Improbnl le that they will die so 
suddotilj as n, >t to have time to offer 
n petition for mercy—a petition which, 
if offered, will surely be heard and an- 
snored, and in ,ng them to the regions 
of the blest 


The furl her icasoumg is, that while 


heaven li certainly desirable. It is use- 
loss to seek it ita the strnlt gate nud 
narrow way nnd self sacrificing expe- 
riences of Jesus and the Apostles nnd 
nil the saints. The reasoning is, that 
these saintly oi,cs may Indeed occupy 
n higher position In heaven than those 
who are saved after n life of sin nnd 
carelessness b\ a momentary prayer lu 
the djlng hour, lint the philosophizing 
is thnt the |ili »snres of sin for n sea- 
son more tlm compensate for the 
higher glory of the saints, since even 
the sinners arc lo got to paradise al 
the small cost , / wine tcords— the sup 
posed teaching of our text. 


The Troe Interpretation. 


Before proceeding to discuss the 


principles Involved ns between 
tin- 


right nnd tlie wrong Interpretation o' 
our Lord's woids, let us notice whnt 
ho really did *. ly nnd really did moan, 
and how it happened the true meaning 
wn-i lost sight i,f nnd tho erroneous one 
adoptqd generally. The Bible teaching 
that "the dea.l know not anything." 
together with (lie doctrine that tho ros 
urrectlon of the dead Is the Divine pro- 
vision, has long been lost sight of. 
Our Lord's ow n words that "No man 
bath ascended up to heaven" have been 
overlooked, nn,l so has hit teaching re- 
specting his Kingdom—that the bless- 
ing of the Cl.urch nnd of (be world 
awaits hii second coming, when tie will 
vst.ibllsh his Kingdom under the whole 
heavens In power and great glory. 
Losing sight . r these truths has led 
directly to the ncceitancc of the sen- 
trnl error respecting our text.

able one, our Lord's answer win m 
less reasonable, lie said, In tlie word1 


of our text. Verily (truly) I sny unto 
tlieo to-liny [this day of tuy agony anil 
rejection by Israel, and crucifixion bj 
the Itoinan soldiers; this day, when ] 
seem to be an Impostor ar.d not at nl 
the Mosglnli; nevertheless, truly I tcl 
you to-day] thou Shalt bo with me li 
T'aradise. 1 do not tell you when you 
shiill be with me, uor ha\ e you even 
asked me lo tell you. You have asl»ed 
to be icmembered when I come into 
my Kingdom, when I shall have fully 
tnkcu control of the Kingdom under 
tho whole heavens, when the speedy 
result will be that the entire work' 
will become n Paradise, and you have 
asked tny assurance that you will be 
there, and I will remombc;1 you as 
quest cd. 


Punctuation Not Inspired. 


It will be noticed that this different 


Interpretation 
nmUcs 
no< essory 
the 


changing of the comma from before 
"to-day" to nfter It \Ve remark thai 
tho punctuation of our toil was surely 
not Inspired, for punctuation was not 
Invented until c«nturles after our Hi 
ble was written. Our interpretation, 
with tho comma after "to-day," makes 
this entire passage rcasonaMo and har 
monious—consistent with all tho re 
inalnder of tho Bible, nnd logical. 


Further, be it remembered, that 


Jesus wns not In Paradise on the 
ho dlud; nor baa Pnrndl™ lost, yet 
been restored. Jesus won dead, ant 
St. Peter declares lio "aroie from th' 
dead on tho third day." 
Ho then de- 


clared to Mary, "I bnve not yet ascend 
cd to my Father nnd to your Father, 
to my God and to your God" (John 
xi, 17). 


As a matter of fact, the other thief 


also will be In Paradise. All mankind 
redeemed by our Lord's sacrifice, will 
have the privilege ot the Millennial 
blessings. 
As wo read, "All that are 


lu their proves shnli hear the voice 
of the Son of Man nnd c-uue forth.' 
The Church will come fcrth to tho 
heavenly glory and 
condition, for 


which they have been prep ircd by the 
trials, the disciplines, the lessons, tin' 
chlsellngs. tho pollshlngu, of (his pres- 
ent life. Theirs will be the Instantnm 
ous change, or resurrection, 
from 


onrthly to heavenly conditions. Those 
of tho spirit-begotten ones, all who 
•wilfully wn'k after the flesh nnd not 
after the Spirit, having had their trial 
in the present life, will be accounted 
worthy of the Second Death. All the 
remainder of mankind, not having 
come to a knowledge of the Truth, not 
Laving Incurred, therefore, the respon- 
sibility of this age, will come forth 
during the Millennium when Messiah's 
Kingdom shall be established and 
his rule of righteousness shall have 
brought tho earth to the condition of 
Paradise. Doth of these tuleves, and 
all other thieves nnd all other evil 
doers, all of the heathen, all who have 
not in tho present life comt- to a clear 
knowledge of the truth, nnd sinned 
against light, against the holy Spirit, 
will be there—there to be blessed, to 
be enlightened, to be brought to n 
knowledge of the Truth, nnd if they 
will, to be helped out of Ignorance, 
superstition, sin, weaknesses—mental, 
mornl nnd physical. 


Not Luck, but Character. 


The attaining of eternal life will not 


bo n matter of luck, but a matter of 
character. 
It Is true at the present 


time thnt chance, or luck, would seem 
to he associated with many of our af- 
fairs, except as we are able to view 
them lu I he light of Divine revelation. 
Some of us were fortunate to be bet- 
ter born than others—born of religious 
parents. Some are fortunate In being 
born in religious communities, and lu 
a land of liberty and enlightenment. 
Some arc unfortunate in being born in 
heathen lands, of heathen parentage, 
etc. But the Scripture show a that dur- 
ing this present time God Is exercising 
his sovereign power lu clec'ing a spe- 
cial class of special clmntcters, nnd 
assures us thnt a majority of these are 
being called from amongst the mixed 
peoples of Europe and America, and 
that proportionately few are being 
gathered from other nationalities. 


If all of tho non-elect wen'consigned 


to eternal torment, or even to Purga- 
tory, n grave Injustice 
would be 


chargeable against the Almighty Elect-; 
or. But this Is not the ' nsc. 
The 


Lord Is no respecter of persons, but 
rs taking out from the world of man- 
kind, from every nation, those with 
suitable fluiriicteis, those upon whom 
his Truth nnd Grace excrcUe a trans- 
forming Influence. The non-elect, not 
worthy of n blessing an ongst the 
faithful of the flrst class now being 
selected, pass at death to tl e tomb, to 


the prison-house of slicol, liudea, where 
there is no wlsduin. knowledge nor de- 
vice, as luc Scriptures declare (Ecclesi- 
nstes Is. 10). Although unworthy of 
a share tn the blessings now being dis- 
pensed. God's lovp nnd mercy pursue 
after these lliraiiRh Christ, nud In 
their interest tlie Millennial Kingdom 
will bo established 
Under Itx domina- 


tion Satan ulll he bouiid^tnery in- 
fluence of evil will be rcstfjiliu'd, :md 
every guod Inllneinc w i l l be brought 
Into captivity, tu the Intent (hut all 
tt.nse tit pu'sont nun clct-t, nnd un- 
wctrtlty 'if the |»ivseiit Mihalkm. inny 
be brought 
tf» a wnablo ctMiililiou 


through the rewards nnd punishments 
(judgments) of the 
Millennial Age 


The result of> the purifying iniluonces 
of that time upon tlie willing nnd 
obedient will be full humou perfection 
nnd the reward of everlasting life In 
Paradise restored—wurld-wide, under 
the whole heaven. The result to the 
unwilling who will resist God's grace 
and metvlful provisions will be eternal 
den I h—c\l I net Ion—th* Second Death— 
Gclii-nun (Itc\ehillon xx, 14, 15). 


Character a Prerequisite. 


The Bible. In harmony with sancti- 


fied common sense, leaches that char- 
acter is a prerequisite of Divine favor 
and eternal life. 
Whoever Is called 


during this (JoHpel Age and fails to de- 
velop chumrtcr, will fall to attain the 
reward of life eternal. 
Similarly, in 


the world's trial time, or Day of Judg- 
ment, the Millennial Ago, character will 
be the test. All the Influences of the 
great Kingdom of Messiah will be ex- 
ercised with a view to the develop- 
ment of character, aud o^y those prop- 
erly exercised thereby (nil got the re- 
ward of earthly life eternal, 


Tlie question properly nrises here, 


What kind of character will meet 
with the Divine approval and be grant- 
ed tlie reward of life everlasting? We 
answer that God has but one standard, 
which Is fully set t'oiih in the Scrip- 
lures. The Law of ilftd Is the stand- 
ard. 
Thnt Law standard Is, "Thou 


shalt love the Lord, thy God, with all 
thy heart, with all ttiy mind, with all 
thy being, with nil tliy strength, and 
thy neighbor as thyself." As our ite- 
deemcr testified, on these two com- 
mandments hang all the Law nnd the 
prophets; nil the divine blessings und 
promisesnndcovenauts are to tuosewho 
develop tun character here described. 


World Actually Attains, 


The Scriptures show n difference as 


between 
God's 
dealings 
with 
the 


Church In this nge nud the world in 
the next age, even though there be 
but the one Law or standard of char- 
acter for both. During tho Millennium, 
When everything wKl be favorable to 
human uplift, during the "times of 
restitution of all things which God 
hath spoken by the mouth of aK the 
holy prophets since the world began," 
actual obedience to the Divine Law, 
and actual Attainment of this standard 
of character, will be rctinlrcd. Not al 
at once, however. 
The poor world 


"born In sin nnd shapen in iniquity"— 
in sin did their mothers conceive them 
—are "prone to sin as the sparks to fly 
upward." Steeped In degradation they 
will require years, If not centuries, o 
determined resistance of sin and cultl 
vntlon of the principles of righteous 
ness to develop in them absolutely the 
character required by the Divine Law 
—Love supreme for God nnd Love foi 
the neighbor as for oneself. 


During tho Millennium the weak 


nesses nud imperfections of the race 
will be conceded by the great Teacher 
Christ nnd the Church—Jesus the ncac 
nnd the Church his members. 
The 


more degraded the will, the more un 
dermincd the character, the mere per 
verted the conscience nnd judgment 
the more difficult will be the ascent of 
humanity from the horrible pit of sin 
nnd death, rven with the assistance 01 
tho Kedcctner. The less degraded the 
mind, tho less perverted the con- 
science, tlie stronger the will for right- 
eousness, tiie easier will be the as 
cent along the Iliglnvny of Holiness 
of which It is written, "The redcerncc! 
shnli wall; thereon" (Isnlah xxxv, 0), 
The laggards will receive the "stripes" 
of correction for their assistance; the 
zealous will receive the smiles nud 
blessings of the great High Priest, the 
great Teacher and Mediator like unto 
Moses, of whom it is written, "And It 
ahall come to pass, that every soul 
which 
will not 
hear 
(obey) that 


Prophet, shall 
be destroyed from 


among the people" (Acts III, 23). All 
the reformation must be made during 
the allotted, time—the thousand years 
of Christ's rolgn. 
Sin must be put 


down—not only outward sin, but In- 
ward sin, even in the very thoughts 
and Intents of the heart. Sin must be 
eradicated, even to the extent of the 
ititmction nf the wtt/ul sinner in the 
Second Death. 


If the thieves and liars nnd evil 


doers in general would realize that 
they 
nro either making character 


or undermining character every day, 
what a helpful influence it would have 
upon the social aud political and finan- 
cial life of the world! The effect 
would bo the very reverse of that 
which is now made by the false inter- 
pretation of our Lord's words to the 
thief, which we are seeking to correct. 


If every pernicious word uttered 


were realized to be so much of an un- 
dermining influence, If every perni- 
cious thought were similarly recog- 
nized, with what carefulness would 
mankind come to guard their thoughts 
nud their words, as well as their 
deeds. They would attentively lenru 
tho great general lesson set forth 
lu tlie Scriptures, nnd also In the 
book of nature, namely, "UVia/soewr a 
man saiccth that shall he also reap." 
Who shall sny that there would not be 
less "sowing of wild onts" if nil were ns< 
surcd thnt a proportionate crop would 
be tiuarofdalilj/ m/pcif, ani) thnt no 
mere prayer of rcpentitncc would con- 
stltuti; an "open sesame'1 to heavenly 
glory to the one who hud lived n life 
deserving reprobation and punishment

On one of these peaks occurred to 


me many year- ago n 1UU* adventure 
which gave mi an opportunity of nd- 
mirlnp tbe gr.md view rather longer 
tbnu was plenfc int. 


I was out stalking ehamols. and, hav- 


ing some unoct tipied hours in the mid- 
dle of HIP day \\IH'» stalking is prnc- 
titajly usfipss. as tbo beasts ore rest- 
ing, I thought 1 would ascend one of 
those pinnacle*, upon which at that 
time few human be.ugs, I suppose, liad 
ever set foot 


The very last hit was a smooth faced 


rock net more than twelve feet high, 
but absolutely uncllmbable if unaided 
by rope or another man upon whose 
shoulders one roalfi get and so obtain 
a hand crip of the top and tbus draw 
oneself up. As I was alone I bad re- 
course to a shoit length of rope I had 
In my rucksack. Making a slip noose, 
I threw It upward till U gripped some 
projection. Then I drew myself up. 


While looking ab >ut me an unfortu- 


nate movement of my legs, which were 
dangling over the brink as I sat, caused 
tbe rope to all), and fall down to the 
email ledge on v blch I bad stood when 
flinging It upward. This ledge or band 
of rock was uncomfortably narrow, 
not wider than thirty inches, and the

At first It did not seem such a seri- 


ous fix to be In. 
By letting myself 


drop to tlie ledge, my extended arms 
gripping the top, the distant e between 
the soles of my feet and the ledge was 
not more than four feet or eo—nothing 
to speak of If that yawning gulf had 
not been there nnd I had had boots on 
toy feet. But, having taken these off 
and left them below*, togetht r with my 
coat and rifle, I should have to drop 
on to sharp rocks barefooted and hence 
would be very apt to lose my balance. 


The more I considered the position 


the more I funked thnt drop, nnd, to 
make a long story short, I stayed on 
that pinnacle two nights, until the 
morning of the third day, before hun- 
ger drove me to risk the drop, which 
1 did In safety. 


How I got down the remainder o! 


tbat descent, "shinning" down chim- 
neys and creeping along narrow edges, 
was a mystery to me afterward, for I 
was faint with hunger and my knees 
trembled nnd shook under me. When 
I reached the first habitation where I 
happened to be known tbe peasant 
woman at the door hardly recognized 
me.
